182. Others have not yet been heard 
from but all these recounted above have 
been totally wrecked and their crews 


| have not been accounted for, except in 


very rare instances, and the few 
who were saved could not give 
any definite intelligence of those 


they had left behind them. Out of four 
thousand souls, only one hundred and 
seventy five have been accounted for. 

Most of these vessels were dashed to 
pieces on the icebergs and fields of ice‘ 
during a terrific hurricane. Many of 
them were insured in American com- 
panies, and merchants ia this city and 
Massachusetts were largely interested in 
thefleet. The wholesale disaster spreads 
poverty and ruin throughout New- 
oundland, where the victims nearly all 
belonged, and the vessels generally be- 
longed. 

During the night of the loss, the 
steamship Retriever, and sixteen sail of 
vessels, were hemmed by high boulders 
and bergs, of which tremendous seas 
lashed bigh and wild, while this fleet 
lay to as a last effort to survive. Dur- 
ing the hurricane, many tossing crafts 
cut down each other, and one fearful 
instance is recorded, wherein a vessel, 
driven on an iceberg by a huge sea, fell 
back with a mighty crash upon the 
brig, Twin Sisters, which lay beneath 
the berg. A large number of men were 
instantly crushed to death, and the 
Twin Sisters was literally burst in two. 
The rest, only fifteen out of ninety- 
cight, clung to broken spars, and were 

y the crew of
